There never was a -lime when the majority of 
mothers in Israel did not wish their daughter* 
to find rich husbands, Bo girls are now hurried 
into society in order that they may lose no op- 
portunities to be admired by rich bachelors 
and widowers. 


The social results of all this are to be de- 


plored; but they must be traced to the cause 
we have indicated, tint} not to any influence 
that Dr. Dix has mention^a. The thirst for 
general knowledge that many women manifest, 
to the great regret of the preacher, is far from 
being an evil Woman will never cease to want 
to bo her husband's companion; bat if she i» 
to succeed she must know far more than suf- 
ficed her sex a generation ago. The men of 
to-day are much more intelligent than their 
fathers were. ' The nBwepspere, thank* to rail- 
roads ind tolegmph wire)), are now daily reo. 
ords of all that is going oil in the world, and as 
all men read them, so airwomen follow the ex- 
amples set by their lords. 
'If,Instead of judging all society by that of 
!*e metropolis, ind instead of •.estimating all 
women in Now York by many who are promin- 
ent only because they have more money than 
sense, Dr. Dix had carefully studied family life 
in all parts of his own parish, his lectures OB 
womanhood would have been very different in 
tone. He would have found tbe very great 
majority of women as pure and modest ae 
those of any other generation.; as fond .of home 
and alt that home embraces; as full of conju- 
gal and maternal sentiment as their mothers 
were.

Deatn of Mr .'Frank Lehman. 


This forenoon at 9 o'clock at the^familj 


residence on West Wood street, Pete 
Frank Lehman died, after a short illness 
iu the 55th year of his age. The deceasec 
had been confined to his house but a wee 
oa account of general debility and weak 
ness, the result of a partial stroke o 
paralysis and apoplexy, with which h 
was visited in 1876, when he was the 
democratic candidate for sheriff agains 
Martin Forstmyer, deceased. He has no 
been in good health since that canvass, 
and has been gradually failing unti 
Death claimed him to-day. Mr. Lehman 
was one of the oldest and best known 
residents of Macon county. 
He came 


here from Ohio over a quarter of a century 
ago, and until 1880 he was engaged iu 
farming pursuits, being at the time ol 
his death the owner of 320 acres of im- 
proved land in the neighborhood of Beam 
dale. He was a director anil stockholder 
of the late Macou County Co-operative 
Assoeation, and for awhile he was the 
secretary of the organization. Since 1880 
Mr. Lehman has resided in Decatur. He 
was a good citizen, and his death will be 
generally deplored. He leaves a widow 
and eight children—William, John and 
Frank Lehman, Mrs, Jerry Miller, Mrs. 
James Goode, Mrs. Samuel Cuseins, and 
two unmarried daughters. 


Bishop Baltes. 


. This noted priest, who is at the head of 
the Alton diocese of the Catholic church 
which includes the parishes iu this city, 
will visit Decatur next Sunday and con 
duct confirmation services at the two 
churches here.
